ment in this part of the battle front 
to the region of Filliash, 40 miles 
nortwest of Craiova. Judging from 
the recent reports of the operations 
this means that converging attacks 
by Austro-German 
forces moving 


southward in the Jml valley and 
eastward along the railway 
from 


Orsova have 
compelled the 
Ru- 


manians 
to 
withdraw 
from 
the 


Orsova region and expect a rapid re- 
treat in the Jml valley. This move 
wa smade, it appears, to prevent the 
retreat of their armies from being 
cut off.

Whether even the rapid retreat in- 


dicated has been in time to save the 
Rumanian armies in this region is 
rendered doubtful by the

railroad running through Ganova to

Albany, N. Y., Nov 21—In her 


annual address delivered today to 
the 48th annual convention of the 
New York state woman suffrage 
party, Mrs. Norman D. H 
White- 


house, the chairman, urged all suf- 
fragists to work like professionals 
and not like amateurs for the adop- 
tion of the suffrage amendment in 
1917. 
"If we are to win," she said, "we 


must profit by cur experience of the 
past campaign which culminated in 
the defeat of 1915 We failed be- 
cause we worked like amateurs; we 
worked for suffrage when our work 
did not interfere with pleasures, or 
when our duty to suffrage did not 
interfere with other duties. Are we 
still going to work like amateurs. If 
«ve are, we shall not wm. We must 
work like professionals. 
We must 


put suffrage first." 


Referring to the recent presiden- 


lal campaign Mrs. Whitehouse said: 


"The wise and experienced politi- 


cal leaders of both parties played for 
.he support of the 
women voters. 


Mr. Hughes' statement on suffrage 
m his speech of acceptance" and his 
fuller declaration the following day 
promised a real support for our 
:ause. which his subsequent silence 
did not bear out. 


"Both political parties urged on 


the women in their 
efforts," 
the 


speaker continued. 
"Both political 


parties blamed the women for not 
succeeding where 
they 
themselves 


had failed. There could never have 
been so plain an evidence of the fol- 
ly and absurdity of women working 
lor parties which as yet deny them 
political freedom."

ion in a Cleveland case seeking to 
raise this question today, but dis- 
missed the case on the ground that 
a moot question is raised. 


A few years ago Cleveland school 


teachers 
formed 
an 
organization 


known as the Grade Teachers Club 
The 
club 
subsequently 
affiliated 


with the Cleveland federation of la- 
bor and through that body with the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The Cleveland board of education 


disapproved of the action and by 
resolution directed Supt. J. M. H 
Fredericks to notify 
teachers 
that 


such affiliation was equivalent to 
resignation. 


John G Owens brought injunc- 


tion proceedings to prevent Freder- 
icks and the board from carrying out 
the resolution. Judge Neff 
of 
the 


common pleas court granted the in- 
junction and held the action of the 
school board was illegal. . 


Teachers charged Fredericks with 


violating Judge Neff's orders and he 
was cited for contempt. Judge Neff 
found Fredericks guilty and 
fined 


him $500.00 and sentenced him to 
ten days in jail. The circuit court of 
appeals of the Toledo district re- 
versed Judge Neff and dismissed the 
contempt proceedings 
The dismis- 


sal of the case by the supreme court 
means that the circuit court decision 
stands.

ahoga county and upheld the de-

the American Federation of Labor." 


Lee explained that the laws of the 


brotherhoods now prevent an 
offi- 


cial affiliation with the federation 
until after their next convention is 
held, hut he insisted that "between 
now and that time, the organizations 
could co-operate with the same pur- 
pose as if they were officially affil- 
iated. He also made it plain that the 
brotherhoods 
were 
not 
bringing 


their eight hour clay "troubles'! 
to 


the federation for support. 


"I am about 
anarchist 
enough, 


however." he said, "to say that we 
are going to work for the eight honr 
day for all classes. 
If we can't get 


it peaceably, we will fight for it." 


Lee said that some sort of affili- 


ation should be effected to fight any- 
proposed 
arbitration 
legislation 


which might he unfair to labor. 


President Wilson plans such legis- 


lation. Lee said, and it • should be 
carefully watched. He declared that 
congress had no right to pass any 
law compelling a man to work, pro- 
vided he was not in prison, if he 
did not want to and he did not think 
it would do so. 


Prolonged cheering followed praise 


of President Wilson by Lee. 


Lee paid his respects to the "Wall 


street crowd" and declared that now 
that an election had been won with- 
out the assistance of New York. In- 
diana or Illinois, labor

fail to retain its power thus gain- 
ed. 


Lee also reviewed the conferences 


which led to the enactment of the 
Adamson eight hour day law last 
September and charged the railroad 
heads with playing unfairly with the 
president at that time.

(By Rev. H. J. Duckworth.) 


During the year 1862 on account 


of sectarian bigotry 
and ' domina- 


tion, Rev. James F. Given and many 
others became dissatisfied with re- 
ligious conditions, and 
determined 


to enjoy the liberty 
of conscience 


and freedom of action 
which 
the 


Holy Bible guarantees. 
Rev. Mr. 


Given moved to the city of Colum- 
bus and began the publication of a 
leligious paper named "The Chris- 
tian Witness" with the motto, "On 
earth be peace, good 
will toward 


Men." 
This paper met a heatry en- 


dorsement and many able ministers 
began independent action in preach- 
ing the gospel and organizing inde- 
pendent 
organizations in 
different 


states. 
It was deemed 
wise 
and 


best to call a Council of these min- 
isters and laymen for the formation 
of a basis of Union, a declaration 
of principles and a plan of co-opera- 
tion among all who were of a "like 
precious 
faith." 
The 
call 
for a 


meeting was made and a convention 
•was held in the city of Columbus in 
Deshler's hall, Feb. 3, 1864. Min- 
isters and laymen from all the en- 
istine denominations and from sev- 
eral ^states were present 
to take 


part in the work to be done. The 
convention was harmonious and de- 
cided upon the following basis of 
Union: "Having-a desire for a more 
perfect fellowship in Christ and a 
more satisfactory enjoyment of the 
means of religious edification and 
comfort, we do solemnly form our- 
selves into a religious society un- 
der the style of

An important decision 
has just 


been handed 
down by the court of 


appeals of the Fifth Appellate dis- 
trict of Ohio, siting in Stark coun- 
ty, the style of whch is: 
"In 
the 


matter of the application of Leonard 
Pontius for a writ of habeas 
cor- 


pus." 
The petitioner was convicted of a 


violation of the city ordinance 
of 


Canton. O., providing for the pun- 
ishment ot persons found guilty of 
disorderly conduct, and sentenced by 
the police judge of that city to the 
Canlon worn house for thirty days, 
the sentence being suspended condi- 
tionally upon his good behavior. 


The sentence was imposed
